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FIRST COMMISSIONER op the TREASURY, 

ON INTRODUCING THE PLAN FOR CONSOLIDATING 
AND SIMPLIFYING THE DUTIES OF THE CUS- 
TOMS, BEFORE A COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE 
OF COMMONS* 

S I R, 

1 N Hating what I am now briefly to lay before 
the Committee, it will not be neceffary to fay 
much on the extreme importance of. the fubjedt, 
or the numerous and obvious advantages it may be 
fuppofed to produce. 

The prefent circumftances of the duties in his 
Majefty's Cuftorns are fo involved, fo intricate* 
and fo equivocal, that any alteration for the worfe 
is almoft impoffible. It feems indeed rather more 
difficult to account for its having been delayed fo 
long, than to demonftrate jhe propriety and necef- 
£ty of adopting fome degree of reform now. 
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Nbt that this perplexity is any imputation on 
the wifdom br forehght of our anceftors; It is 
the refult of contingency. The fimplicity of for- 
mer ages prefented nothing to the human mind 
fimultaneous to the complexity of modern affairs. 
And even that prodigious mafs into which the va- 
rious particulars in this department are jumbled 
and confounded, cannot appear furprifing or ex- 
traordinary, when we confider the increafmg com- 
merce of the country on the one hand, and the 
accumulated burthens with which the inhabitants 
are loaded on the other— the infinite additions 
which have accrued to the national income, by 
augmenting almoft every fubfifting duty ; and the 
gradual improvement of the many great and fer- 
tile refoiirces, whence all our revenues are raifed, 
our expenditure fupplied, and our credit pre- 
ferved. Thefe were obje&s of fuch a magnitude 
in their nature and detail, and depended fo much 
on the fortunate coincidence of circumftances, as 
infin'tcly to exceed the expectations of our an- 
ceftors, and fet all the calculations on which they 
founded their fyftem at defiance- They confe- 
quently adopted principles fuitable only to the nar- 
row and confined fcale of immediate exigence, 
and which were altogether inapplicable and inade- 
quate to the prefent ftate, either of the trade or 
the revenue of thg country. 

The preference of a fyftem thus foreign and 

incongruous to times and circumftanqes, fo eflen- 

tially different from thofe under which it was 

. formed, hafc produced effedts highly injurious to 

the intereft of the nation. 

The two principal branches of the Revenue 
are, the Cuftoms and Excife. The plan I am 
now to propofe relates chiefly, though by no 
means exclusively, to the Cuftoms. Its operations 
are slfo iatendsd ito extend, in fome .degree, to 
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the Excife. The Stamp-Office, though in a de- 
gree inferior to either, will, in like manner, ftiare 
in the arrangement to be now djjclofed. The 
Committee are aware that a great variety of mis- 
cellaneous duties, occasionally impofed upon the 
two latter branches, have confiderably involved 
them in the fame indeterminate and perplexing 
circumftances which undoubtedly retard and injure 
the colle&ion of the Cuftoms. 

But how is this obvious and prevailing evil to 
be remedied. It certainly admits of no palliation. 
Expedients have not been wanting, but they have 
always proved abortive. The only remedy which 
in my mind is likely to prove efficient, becaufe 
equally obvious and pra&icable, is, inftead of the 
variety of appropriations to which the feveral 
branches of the Cuftoms are now liable, and to 
anfwer which they were originally impofed, I will 
propofe to the Committee, as the fundamental 
principle of iall the regulations neceffary, that one 
complete, general, and consolidating fund, ftiould 
be inftituted, to which the produce of the Cuftoms, 
Excife, and Stamps particularly ftiould flow ; and 
from which all intereft due by the national debt, 
for the fecurity of whicn thefe duties are mort- 
gaged, ftiall iffue. 

This mode of levying the Cuftoms on imports 
and exports, .originated in the 1 2th of Charles II. 
by the well known aft of Tonage and Pondage. — 
The operation of that law, in the inftance of com- 
merce, was fimple and eafy. It confifted of two 
parts : — A duty of tonage upon all liquors at a 
certain fpecific fum per ton ; and a duty of pond- 
age upon all dry goods. This upon the great and 
Reading articles, was rated at five per cent, ac- 
cording to an arbitrary rate or value fet upon 
them, from which was deducted five per cent, dif 1 
cdunt. m 

Such 
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Such was the regulation of duties or impofts at 
that time •, but, in proportion as the public exigen- 
cies increafed^jtnd the national expenditure exceeded 
her exifting revenue, other impofts were occafion- 
a!iy eftablifhed on fimilar principles, and addi- 
tional five per cents, granted, fubjeft at the fame 
time to the payment of frefh loans. Th$ new fub-^ 
fidy, by the 9th and 10th of William III. the 
one- third fubfidy, by the zd and 3d of Queen 
Anne ; the two-third fubfidy, by the 3d and 4th of 
the fame reign, together mxl} fundry impofts, 
which have fince been adopted, ftill retain the 
principle of calculation upon the five per cent, with 
the difference only of one and a quarter difcount. 
A prodigious variety of imports are, notwithftand- 
ing, fubje&cd to arbitrary impofiticn, at a certain 
fum per hundred-weight or bale. Other kinds of 
goods, not fpecificaliy rated, are obliged to pay 
ad valorem, or a certain per centage upon the va- 
lue, according to the eftimate of the importer, 
who is put, to avoid fraudulent valuations, on his 
oath. 

Common fenfe, without any fcientific idea of 
the bufinefs, muft imgrefs every individual with 
the great and conftant inconvenience unavoidable 
from the operation of fuch a fyftem. AH the ad- 
ditional fubfides have been uniformly appropria- 
ted to d'rftinvft funds, for the payment of certain 
fpecific annuities. For each of thefe there is, 
therefore, and, of neceflity, a feparate account, 
created and regularly kept in the Cuftom-Houfe. 
And, without being more minute in the detail, 
gentlemen will eafily conceive, *that fuch a depart- 
ment, obvioufly indifpenfible under the prefent 
arrangement, muft occafion at once prodigious 
trouble and confiderable expence. Indeed, from 
the complexity which every where prevails, no 
merchant can do his own bufinefs, calculate the 

expence 
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expence of his imports, or make a juft eftimate of 
that which it chiefly concerns him to know, profit 
and lofs. 

Bad, howeyer, as thofe confequences are, it 
feems rather a matter of furprife, that they have 
not been dill more ferious. Nor is it poffible to 
explore the fubtlety or the mifchief which may 
have refulted from an operation, which,- to many, 
muft have always appeared myfterious and un- 
faftiionable: Two confiderations may, in fome 
degree, account to us for the comparatively fmall 
damage which, notwithftanding the moft imminent 
danger, we have ftill rcafon to believe, has hap* 
pened. 

The accuracy, expertnefs, and regularity of the 
clerks in the Cuftom-Houfe, have, no doubt, thus 
circumftanced, been attended with the greateft 
utility, both to individuals and the Revenue.— 
Their whole time being dedicated to the bufinefs 
of the Cuftom-Houfe, they are confequently more 
converfant in it than the moft experienced mer- 
chant, who has other concerns on his mind, can 
poffibly be fuppofed. It is to the afiiduity and 
. adroitnefs of thefe laborious and indefatigable in- 
dividuals, that the public have been indebted from 
time to time with various arrangements of the Cuf • 
toms, under the form of a Book of Rates. This 
was a ufeful and neceflary publication. But its 
utilities could be neither certain nor permanent — 
for every new feflion of Parliament produced fome 
alteration or other in feveral of the duties ; and 
each of thefe following the old eftablifhed prin- 
ciple, totally unhinged and overturned the ufe of 
every preceding calculation. 

Though thefe very, obvious and material difad- 
vantages had not attended the Cuftom-Houfe offi- 
cers book of rates, the relief it afforded was at 
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Icaft partial and temporary. However accurate 
and unexceptionable the calculations might have 
been, the merchant could not go to the Cuftom- 
Houfe and enter his goods immediately, by pay- 
ing down the fum fpecifically ftated, but is under 
t the neceflity of delaying, as if no fuch calculation 

exifted, until all the ufual computations on each 
fubfidy are made. This is the law, as it now 
ftands, in the feveral adts by which- thefe fubfidies 
j were granted. So that over and above much anx- 

% iety of mind, the merchant often facrifices a great 

deal of time which he might undoubtedly employ 
more profitably. 

The other caufe, by which the infinite inconve- 
niencies of this fyftem have in fome meafure been 
hitherto obviated, is one to which, for many very 
good reafons, as fpeedy a %>p as poffible fhould be 
put. From the facility which habitual pra&ice un- 
avoidably produces, the officers of the Cuftoms make 
theneceffary calculati<»s with infinitely greater ex- 
pedition and corredtnol than the merchant. It is 
therefore to them chiefly the merchant applies for 
affiftance and dire&ion. The merchant is confe- 
quently left, in a great degree, at the mercy of 
the officers. The officers, who were intended as 
a check upon the merchants, in this manner* be- 
come their agents ; fo that thefe diftinft claiTes of 
individuals, inftead of being guards on the conduct 
of each other; are impelled, from the very cir- 
cumftances of the cafe, to form a fpeciesof collu- 
fion — the merchant treating the officers of the 
Cuftoms as having the agency of his bufinefs, and 
the officers of the Cuftoms treating or confidering 
the merchant in the circumftances of a client. 
Without criminating men fox errors unavoidably 
adhering to the fituation in which they ate placed, 
the Committee cannot but be ftruck with the ex- 
treme impropriety of fuch a connection. 

Thefe

Thefe yery obvious and dangerous abufcs d9 
not exift entirely in the Cuftoms. They obtain 
alfo, though not in fhe fame extent, in the Excite. 
In fome degree, they even afte& another very 
confiderable branch of the Revenue, the Statfip- 
Office. Thefe departments of finance, it is alfo 
intended to include in that fyftejn of arrangement, 
which I have the honour of fiibjnitting to the Com- 
mittee. 

Thefe flagrant and mifchievous dqfe&s, in the 
f>refent moje of colle&ing fo extenfive a*branch 
of* the Revenues, the Committee will coincide in 
Qpinion with me, it is now high time to femove 
or amend. It is indeed di^raceftd for the coun- 
try, that fome of Tier moll fertile refource6 (hould 
'have, for fuch a length of time, betrayed fo 
much inattention in thofe who had the charge of 
thenb. 

I mean, therefore, that a :new and general fund 
fhould be created % or^ that all the various 
brandies of the Revenue, or the aggregate pro- 
duce of our feveral refources fliould be appro- 
priated into one jyftem, and hleaded with the 
fmking-fund. This fund, it is very wefl known, 
is the general receptacle of all the excefs which 
occurs ia the feveral branches of the Revenue ^ — 
it is charged, at the fame time, with their respec- 
tive deficiencies. The collection of the Cufloms 
amount in all to a confiderable excefs beyond the 
interefts of the feveral appropriations. The new 
Uiftituted fund, therefore, which is tor confifl: of 
fuch an aggregate 4s has been mentioned, fhall 
receive all the produce of the Cufloms, the Exeifc 
and the Stamps, and become, of cpurfe, refpoa- 
iibje for the intereft of die wholp appropriation. 

The radde by which I mean to accomplMh this 
Amplification is, by abolishing thofe fradional 
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parts, from dividing the feveral branches, and ex- 
tend them to whole numbers. To explain what 
I mean, by an inftance, fuppofe an article pays 
£.„ i 14 3, nine-tenths per hundred weight, my 

intention is to raife the hundred to /. 1 14 4. 

And, in all the immenfe number of articles which 
forms the Book of Rates, the fame operation is 
invariably and univerfally to prevail. Of goods 
rated ad valorem, I have obtained the moft accu- 
rate calculations, and find, the feveral duties im- 
pofed upon the value, amount to wi&in a fmall 
fraCti<gi of £. 27 10 per cent. I mean confe- 
quently, to charge all articles which pay pro rata 
and ad valorem^ at the fame time with an equal 
duty. The fimplicity of the rate thus eftablifhed, 
and* the exact per centage upon the value, will be 
fo obvious as to be eafily comprehended by the 
moft commop underftanding. The debentures or 
certificates for bounties and draw-backs, are liable 
to a fpecies of abufe the moft extenfive and noto- 
rious, but which ViU be rendered in a great mea- 
fure impracticable, by the introduction of a fcheme 
which advances from fractions to integrals, or ra- 
ther abolifties the ufe of fractions, in collecting 
thefe duties, by eftablifliing the advantage of 
whole numbers always in favour of the Revenue. 
There are articles, however, which may admit 
of very particular and extenfive regulations. — . 
Perhaps certain fpecies of timber may be found to 
be of this defcription, which, I will more amply 
explain to the Committee, when the time comes, of 
moving the refolution oh that head. A very con- 
siderable reduction, indeed, on the duties on 
drugs, is now become abfolutely indifpenfible, as 
moft articles in this branch are fo high, as almoft 
to drive the fair trader out of the market, and 
throw the whole of thefe valuable imports into the 
hands of the fmuggler. 

The 
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The advantages arifing from the operation of 
this Ample, but comprehenfive fyftem, appear to 
my mind peculiarly fatisfadtory and extenfive.— 
A bonus will, in the firft inftant, accrue to Go- 
vernment, which, according to the moft accurate 
cftimate which can be procured from thofe nioft 
competent to the fubjedt, cannot be lefs than 
£. 60,000 annually. This increafe of Revenue 
will arife from feveral confiderable arrangements 
effentially neceflary to the completion of that fyf- 
tem, which at prefent can only be ftated to the 
Committee in its outlines. The number of officers 
in the complicated detail of Cuftom-houfe bufinefs, 
in all its chain of departments, will be leflened ; 
and the duties, particularly on. various fpecies of 
wood, as well as in a few articles of other goods, 
may admit of a fmall augmentation. But the chief 
advantage of this kind muft refult from the duties 
on the wines, the fpirits and the cambrics. It is 
not very eafy to eftimate with accuracy the fums 
which, by the clandeftine trader, are yearly gained 
on thefe articles. The modification of duties now 
to be adopted will diredt all thofe irregular profits 
to the treafure of the public, inftead of the pockets 
of individuals. All this, it muft acknowledged, 
can be rated as an objeft of no great magnitude, 
with regard to the aggregate of our finances ; bur, 
does not every acceffion of Revenue, in proportion 
to its extent, give additional ftrength and import- 
ance to the fecurity of the public creditor? In 
courfe of time, fome expence in the mode of col- 
ledtion may alfo be faved, though, all that can be 
reafonably expe&ed, from this particular, deferves 
but little attention, in the contemplation and fettle- 
ment of fo extenfive a fyftem. 

It ought not to be omitted, that this fpecies of 
fimplicity, which I (6 atixioufly recommend, 
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will necfeffariiy give publicity to the refources of 
the country. This is an objedt which cannot but 
be.interefting and acceptable to every one, whofe- 
fortune refts on the faith which this country has 
prefeved hitherto, fo inviolably, and with fo much 
hdnour to her creditors, Indeed, the profpe<St is 
of a nature Efficiently encouraging, and will be ■■ 
viewed, by every fincere lover of his country,, 
with a frnguiar degree of confidence and exulta- 
tion; 

The Committee muft- be fenfible no injury can: 
poffibly arife to the publte credit* from fuch an 
arrangement. The refouroes in which national 
creditors conficte j are invariably the fame as be-, 
fore. This gseat -and> fundamental fecuri ty confe-- 
quently undergoes no other alteration than a cer- 
tain degree of improvement, which will bear an- 
exa& proportion to whatever advantage the reve- 
nue reaps in ^aggregate from the liberal opera- 
tion of the whbte fyftfcm: 

It'te true, many of the fubfidies which are now 
to be abolifhed, are mortgaged for the payment? 
of certain fpecifie annuities; Some : of thefe an- 
nuitants are aifo entitled to a valuable priority of 
payment i it may therefore be doubted* whether 
t fiach-a right of priority may not be infringed, by 
abolifWng thofe funds whence fach prior payments 
iffee. 

Far beitfa&m my intention -that any regulation 
involved in- thtef fyftem, neeeflfary and incfifpeafi- 
bleasit w> fi*ou$4 a&& fobftantially, the leaftfcon- 
ftfterafcfe right crfr Bff^liftanett. But * in flft, the 
plan i h&vi>]»6pof€d •reserves* to4he - poffeflfcra of 
this valuable priority, the option of preferring or 
relinquifhing that preference, as they may tMnk 
proper. A= claim 'of prior payment originated in 
the term*- of ftveral loafis, by which, particular 
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funds are eftabliflied for difcharging the intereft of 
thefe loans. The furpluflfes of all iuch funds go. 
to one general aggregate fund, out of which, va- 
rious other annuities are paid. Surely, therefore, 
the right of priority may be as well afcertained, 
by paying them all out of one, as by paying firil 
one fet of annuities, out of feveral funds, and 
others, out of the excefs of thefe fundis, provided- 
that out of this one fuperior and comprehenfive 
fundi the firft payments are attually made tofuch 
annuitants as are entitled to a priority. 

But is it not palpably obvious, to every perfon* 
at allconverfant in thefe matters, that while the? 
public credit remains fubftantial, and the refource* 
of the Revenue continue in their prefent prolper- 
ous and flourifhing condition, no real benefit can- 
refult from this right of priority? Are not all the- 
fimds of the country equally bound for the pay- 
ment of the whole debt with which it is burthen- 
cd? And we all know, the payments already 
made, are not by the refpe&ive fimds appropriated* 
for the different annuities, but the whole bufinefs 
is at this moment conduced at the Bank, nearly in 
the fame manner as it will be^ when all the fepe- 
rate funds are actually confoltdated into one. 

lam extremely folicitbus to guard againfl the- 
kaft-fufpicionfafteningfrom this revolution on the 
foundation of public credit. It certainly can in 
no wayclalh with' good faith to the creditors of 
the State, for Parliament to make fuch alterations 
in the 'form or modulation of the national fecuri- 
ties as appear convenient* andneceffary, provided 
thttfe alterations tended inconteftibly rather, to aug- 
ment than dimmrfh the aggregate of the Revenue* 
And I : beg the particular attention of the com- 
mittee*, to every part of the plan, more or lefs 
connected with the faith of the public, that in all 
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rcfpedls it may be moll ftridUy and rcligioufly pre- 
ferred. But the right of the Legiflature to mo- 
dify the fecurity which the creditors of the ftate 
have for their property is indifputable ; otherwife 
Parliament is absolutely preckded ever making 
a fingle alteration in any one tax that jhall once 
be adopted. There cannot, however, I do Bar- 
ter my fdf, • be any folid ground ofobj^dtion on the 
he^d of public faith, to the fyftem on which this 
meafure is founded. It is, my intention, not only 
that all the feveral funds, confolidated into one„ 
(hall become chargeable with (he public debt, but 
likewife, that every poffible relburce of which the 
country is capable, even to the aids of the current 
year, (hall be confidered fo far, as they go, as a 
collateral -fecurity. But, ftrongly as I am of opi- 
nion* that the Legiflature dof:s pofTefa fuch a right, 
my opinion is equally decided, that it ought not to 
be done, if it can be avoided, without the acqui- 
efcence or confent of the feveral creditors,, which it* 
has been the conftant praftice of Parliament to pro- 
cure, whenever it was deemed indifpenfible to em* 
brace any regulations or meafures of this nature, 
I am, therefore, defirous of allowing proper time r 
in which the creditors of the public may collect 
and fet forth whatever obje&idns may appear to 
them moft relevant. But, if in that time, none are 
made, their filence may furely be conftrued, with 
the greateft fairnefs, into the fulled acquiefcence. 

Having, as I truft the Committee are convinced 
I have, fully and fatisfa&orily demonftrated the 
elegibility of my plan, both from the advantages 
to Trade and Revenue it is. likely to produce, and 
from its (landing completely clear of any obje&i- 
on on the principle of public credit, it is now in- 
cumbent upon me to, explain how I propofe to 
carry it into full execution. 

Every 
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Every Gentleman, 1 am perfuaded, who fees the 
whole fyftem, in the fame important and neceflary 
point of view that 1 do # will be defirous of co-oper- 
ating with me as ftrenuoufly and indefatigably as 
poffible, in bringing the whole into full and imme- 
diate effedt. For my own part, fo much do I 
think expedition neceflary on the occafion, that I 
am even willing to difpenfe with as much form as 
decency will permit, for the fpeedy completion of 
the whole complex bufinefs ; as, the fooner the re- 
volution thus meditated is accomplifhed, the fooner 
wiU the community at large be fatisfied of its ne- 
ceffity and utility. 

Prefuming therefore on the concurrence and af- 
fiftance of the Committee, I have arranged the 
manner in which this multifarious plan fhould, in 
my opinion, be prepared and brought forward for 
difcuffion. There muft, as Gentlemen may eafily 
conceive, be a feparate refolution upon every ar- 
ticle ; confequently thefe refolutioris will amount 
to upwards of three thm/and. All thofe articles 
which admit of no doubt or difpute, and which re- 
quire only the fimple operation of abolifhing the 
fra&ions, and increafing the fum to the next inte- 
ger, will naturally form a material part of the plan, 
and be printed for the ufe of the Members. But 
on fuch of them as are likely to produce confider- 
able variety of opinion, I may probably trouble 
the Houfe with my fentiments more at large : and 
I pledge myfelf not to fuffer any refolution in the 
wliole volume which comes under this defcription, 
and which appears to me of confiderable magni- 
tude or importance, topafs, without endeavouring 
to prefs it on the intention of the Committee. In 
every fuch cafe, Gentlemen (hall have proper no- 
tice, that they may come to the Houfe, prepared 
to view the fubjedt impartially, on all- fides, and 
give it the moft ample and wary difcuflion.

The Committee will give me credit in afluring 
them, that I have given no ordinary (hare of atten- 
tion to this bufinejs. In Fad, I have not left one 
unconfultcd, from whom aify probable information 
could be obtained. The fyftera has been refer- 
red, in all its parts, to the Board of Revenue, and 
I have the honour of prefenting it to the Com- 
mittee, ftamped with their mod perfedt approba? 
tion. ^ - 

No means have been negleded of circulating 
it among the moft intelligent and refpeftablc of 
that gre^t .body of individuals, who are more im- 
mediately concerned in its confequences : and«%ho 
fo cempetent to decide in matters (b intimately 
conne<9kxl with trade, as Merchants, or Wholefate 
Dealers. 

I am happy to fey, the plan of Amplifying 
And Gonfoiidifing the Cuftoms, has been re cetved 
by item all with the greateft cordiality and 
fetisfaftion ; and, i flatter my fel£ that I row 
come forward on the fubjed, fupported by the 
beft of. ail poflible authorities, the information 
of the nsoft enlightened pcrfons on all parts of the 
bufineis, and the unanimous and univerfal confent 
of thofe moft deeply and ferioufly interested in the 
event. 

It is a queftion, however, of fuch moment, and 
runs into fo many, and fuch immenfe details, that 
I moft earneftly requeft that Gentlemen would pay 
it a moft ferious and particular attention, in all its 
branches, that the good intention of thofe friends 
to their country, who have been moft inftrymen- 
tel in framing it into its prefent fhape, may not, 
thiowgh our miftakes, inaccuracies, or even ver- 
bal inadvertencies, fo liable to a matter thus intri- 
cate and complicated, in any inftance or. degree be 
fcuftrated. 

. J&all 
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I (hall content myfelf, for the prefent, with 
barely moving a general Refolution, by which the 
Committee, if they are of my opinion, will go no 
farther than the adoption of the fundamental prin- 
ciple. The difcuflion of more minute and fpecifie 
queftions arifing from that principle, will of courfe 
be left open to future deliberation and decifion.— 
And as the majority of thofe queftions may be 
thought to require a very full and ample con- 
fideration, I do not wifli to proceed further in 
the Cbmmittee now, that gentlemen may turn 
their attention to fuch particulars in the print- 
ed lift of articles, which are to form the fubfe* 
quent Refolutions. The Refolution, therefore, 
which I (hall now put to the Committee is f if That 
" all and Angular the fubfidies, cuftoms, impofiti- 
" ons or duties whatever (refpedting the Revenues 
w of Cuftoms) payable to his Majefty, his heirs 
and fucceflors, by virtue of any adt or adls of 
Parliament now in force, upon the importation 
of any goods, wares or merchandize into Great 
Britain, or upon the exportation of any goods, 
wares or merchandize, from Great Britain, or 
upon any goods, wares or merchandize, being 
u brought or carried coaftways, or from port to 
u port within the fame, and the feveral and refpec^ 
" tive drawbacks allowed upon the exportation 
u of any goods, wares or merchandize, nfron* 
" Great Britain, or on any other account what-- 
u ever, refpedting the duties of Cuftoms, and all 
" and lingular the duties and drawbacks of Excife, 
" and other duties under the management erf the 
€i Commiffioners of JExcife in England and Scot* 
u land, refpedtively, granted by any adt or adts of

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The moment the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Jat down, Mr. Burke rofe, and pronounced the 
following Eulogy on the Plan : — 

A Only rife, Sir, in a very few words to exprefs 
rty ferioirs and hearty concurrence with the mea- 
fure now brought forward. It is a fyftem which 
all descriptions of perfons in this great commercial 
country, and more efpecially fhofe in trade, have 
long and ardently wifhed for, and which has my 
entire and fincere acquiefcence in all its parts — 
The expedition and certainty which this fimplicity 
will afluredly impart to the fpeculation of the mer- 
chant, as well as to the bufinefs, particularly of the 
Cuftom-Houfe ;•— and, indeed, the general good 
effe&s of which it mull be produ&ive, deferve, in 
my poor opinion, fomething more than a mere 
filent and fullen approbation. A fcheme, fo evi- 
dently pregnant with the greateft public advantage, 
is well entitled to general acknowledgment, and 
ftiall readily have mine. The darknefs, intricacy, 
and confufion in which the Cuftoms, the Excife, 
and the Stamp-Office, thofe great fources of na- 
tional finance, are involved, have, for many years, 
demonftrated the neceffity of an entire and imme- 
diate reform. All defections of individuals, 
therefore, in any degree interefted in the regula- 
tion and fecurity of property, in the improvement 
of our refources, and in the economical manage- 
ment of the Revenue, will foon and fenfibly exper 
rjence the benefit of the meafure ; — and, the very 
riiafterly manner in which the prefent outline of a 
/^volution, comprehending fuch an infinity of 

diflimilar 
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diflimilar particulars, has been laid before the 
Committee* does- the Right Hon. Gentleman the 
greateft credit, as it (hews his capacity of uniting, 
with the cleareft elocution, the moft accurate and 
intricate details. In manypolitical opinions, I have 
thought it my duty to differ from him, in a man- 
ner the moft unqualified and decided. I do a (lure 
the Committee, it gives me much greater fatis- 
fadion to pay that tribute, which L now do, to his 
virtues, and his abilities ; which is at lead, in the 
inftance before us, fo eminently his due. 

Let our heats die with the accidents of the mo- 
ment that produce them ; — but, for exertions of 
public good, from whatever fide of the Houfe they 
are made, it is our duty, our intereft, and our ho- 
nour, to raife a general memorial of gratitude and 
unanimity.
